As is well known, 
the financial success of many, if not all 
the cities utilities, depends to a more or 
less extent on the Power Plant. It may be 
doubtful whether the power plant has re- 
ceived in the past too little or too much 
attention. My object would be, first, to 
move in the direction to Standardize the 
machinery, thus lessening the chances of 
failure of supply of power through break- 
ages, and cheapening the cost of repairs; 
and secondly, to place this important 
utility on a more economical basis. 

(4) Street Railway. The Street Rail- 
way service ought to be improved so as 
to earn the maximum revenue and such 
extensions outside of those included in the 
Amalgamation Agreement made’ from 
lime to time as promise a sufficient rev- 
enue to make such extensions pay. I be- 
lieve in extending this utility to serve the 
public and not to any particular interest.

(5) Paving. All the main thorough- 
fares on both sides of the River ought to 
be permanently paved as soon as possible, 
special attention being given to the main 
road connecting the North and South sides 
of the River, and to all the main roads 
leading into the country. 

(6) Penitentiary. The present situa- 
tion of the Penitentiary is a bar to the 
progress of a certain portion of the city, 
and | will put foward my strongest efforts 
to induce the Dominion Govenment to 
have it removed. 

(7) Refuse Disposal. It is unfair that 
any one portion of the City should be 
made a dumping ground for the rest of 
the City, to the detriment of the inhabit- 
tuts of that particgilar portion. 1! would 
endeavor to provide suitable and proper 
facilities for the destuction of the City’s 
garbage without offence to any particular 
portion of the community. 

(8) City Hall. The construction of a 
City Hall sufficient to accommodate the 
business of the City for an indefinite time 
is now a necessity, and immediate steps 
should be taken with this end in view. 

(9) Municipal Stockyards. In order 
to foster the Stock industry and centralize 
it in the City of Greater Edmonton, it is 
advisable to construct Municipal Stock- 
yards, 

(10) Markets. Suitable accommoda- 
tion to meet the requirements of the 
City in the way of better market facilities 
on both sides of the River should be pro- 
vided. ; 

(11) Industries. Greater efforts 
should be put forth to show the advant- 
ages we possess geographically, and as a 
railway centre to induce manufacturing 
industries of various kinds to locate in our 
midst, thus ensuring an ever-increasing 
pay-roll, We must realize the ever im- 
portant necessity of our being producers 
and not purchasers only. 

(12) Armory.) | would be in favor 
of urging upon the Dominion Authorities 
the importance of the construction of an 
Armory in the immediate future, to meet 
the requirements of both present and 
fulure military organizations, 

Other matters that will receive my 
best attention are the providing of a Gas 
Plant, the improvement and extension of 
Parks on both sides of the River for the 
beautifying of the City, and anything that 


may arise for the beiterment of the City 
at large.

After this we shall be told, comments Lon- 
don Truth, of someone who succeeded in repro- 
ducing the ‘Ring’ in the same way twenty years 
after hearing it at Bayreuth. The statement is 
manifestly ridiculous. By comparison Mozart's his- 
torical transcript of Allegri’s Miserere after a single 
hearing in St. Peter’s would have to be reckoned 
mere child’s play. But, then, M zart’s achieve- 
ment was really authenticated. The late Dr. E. J 
Hopkins used to claim that he played Mendels- 
sohn’t Wedding March from memory after hearing 
It once, and Donizetti was credited with having re- 
produced the score of a whole opera after two or 
three hearings for a publisher who could not other- 
wise get hold of it. But none of these performances 
bears a..y sort of resemblance to such an inconceiv- 
able feat as thai ascribed to Gore-Ouseley.

Fifteen hundred ‘“professionals’—leading men 
and women, chorus girls and men, “leads,” “heav- 
jes,” vaudevillians, representing every type of ac- 
tor and actress—are now resting on Chicago's 
Rialto, says a dispatch from that city. 

Within three weeks about forty companies have 
folded tents in nearby towns and the members have 
hurried to Clark and Randolph streets looking for 
“openings” and discussing the most disastrous year 
in theatricals in a decade. 

Local theatrical agencies are crowded daily 
Managers ceclare there are more theatrical men 
and women seeking employment in Chicago now 
than in years—even including the summer-habit. 

“Company after company has returned to Chi- 
cago within the last week,"’ said Harry Armstrong, 
a booking agent. ‘There are 200 applicants for 
every place | can offer.” 

“At least a thousand actors and actresses are 
looking for work here now,” was the statement 
from the Rowland & Clifford offices, which closed 
three companies recently. ‘Usually when the new 
year comes around there are a large number of 
corvanies going out, but this year it is ‘all coming 
in and nuthirg going out.’ ”

On the authority; of Robert Grau, in ‘‘Musical 
America,” Patti drew’more money than any other 
artist before or after her. She often drew $12,000 


at a concert and $15,000 in opera, and she is to 


this day nof only holding these records, but is the 
only.star in the worl dwho could command $5 for 
seats at concerts; she could also pack a house in 
opera at,$7 a seat. She also holds the record of 
being paid at all times by far the largest honorar- 


,ium of any player or singer in the history of the 


world. Her record as a box oflice star in opera 
was reached at a matinee at Mechanics Hall, Bos: 
ton, in 1888, when she drew $18,900. For twenty 


» years she was paid $4,000 a night, and on her last 


tour when her powers were on the wane, she was 
given $5,000 a night and 50 per cent. of the gross 
receipts of any concert in excess of $7,500. On 
the evening when Patti achieved her Philadelphia 
record in concert, $13,800, she was paid for sing- 
ing two arias and one encore for each exactly 
$8,150, which, Mr. Grau says, is much more than 
double the largest sum ever paid to anyone in the 
world’s history for a single performance; in fact 
if was more than twice as much as she herself had 
previcvisly received. In Chicago, Patti often drew 
$15,000 house in opera and $12,00 in concert. 

Caruso comes next to Patti. At one perform- 
ance of “Aida,” in Atlanta, Ga., last year, he drew 
$18,600, only $300 below Patti's record. In New 
York he draws $11,000 to $12,000 when he sings, 
and on his concert tour the receipts were $9,000 a 
night, 

Madame Melba, who has drawn an $8,000 
house, comes next to Caruso, while Madame Schu- 
mann Heink holds the record fot contraltos. No 
other contralto has ever shown any remarkable 
drawing power. When she first came to America 
her salary was $250 a week, and now in the same 
time she never earns less than $5,000. 

It is interesting to compare the receipts of 
Rubinstein when he came to America in 1872, with 
Prderew>ki’s tours. Rubenstein was then engaged 
for one hundred concerts at $200 a concert, and 
Wieniawski, the great violinist, who was with him, 
was paid $100 a night. The two ‘rew an average 
of $1,200 a night, and even when they were com- 
bined with Theodore Thomas’s Orchestra, the re- 
ceipis were always less than $3,000 a night. Ru- 
binstein was so annoyed at this poor salary that ten 
years afterwards he refused $3,000 a night for a 
tour in the States, and never visited America again. 
Paderewski has often drawn from $6,000 to $9,000 
in a single recital. All the great stars who go on 
concert tours always do well. Eames, Nordica, 
Calve. Sembrich and others earn far greater sums 
on their concert tours than they do in opera. 

M. Grau says: “At the Metropolitan Opera 
Howse, ‘The Girl of the Golden West’ was given 
twice at double prices, at the opening of the sea- 
son, the takings amounting to $20,000 at each 
performance. Aside from such special nights the 
receipts range fro m$8,000 to $12,000 a night, 
and it will surprise the reader to learn that Atlanta, 
Ga., not only holds the record for a single operatic 
performance, as before stated, buf the southern 
city can boast of having paid the largest sum at 
the box office for a week of opera in the world’s 
history. This was last spring, when the Metropoli- 
tan Company drew $80,000 in . week of six days; 
the scale of prices ranged from $1 to $7.” 

The largest receipts for a single performance 
were taken at the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York, on February 25th, 1902, when a gala per- 
formance was given in honor of Prince Henry of 
Germany, the brother of the German Emperor. But 
in this case the prices were increase? sixfold, and 
the gross receipts amounted to more than $50,000, 
out of which the manager, Maurice Grau, made a 
clear profit of $30,000.

VICE IN THE COUNTRY 


We are in the habit of believing that vice flour- 
ishes in cities. It does. But it is not unknown in 
the pleasant green coyintry. Out in the nestling 
hamlets, in the clustering villages and the lanky 
towns, there is plenty of it, and it is hard to fight. 

A poor preacher arrived in Toronto the other 
day from his up-county constituency, wended his 
way to the church headquarters, and demanded 
more help in saving the souls of his country parish. 
More help! The church could not afford it! It paid 
him seven hundred dollars a year to look after that 
district! Why should he ask for more? 

Then he told, and what he told the records of 
the Provincial police of Ontario confirm. He said 
that degeneracy was eating its way firough his part 
of the country like a malignant growth. He told 
of families living near the babbling brooks and the 
pretty fields who had been thieves generation after 
generation. He declared things which are not de- 
clared lightly, and other matters which half the 
world would not believe. “Vice in the cities!’ he 
said, ‘why, when I was a student I worked in the 
poor and the vicious quarters of Montreal. I saw 
vice rampant. But, at least, there was variety; 
even such redeeming points as bright colors and 
cheap music. Even then it was only an isolated 
section of the community. But up there in my 
parish there is deadly, monotonous vice, plain and 
unvarnished; no lights, no pretense at excitement, 
merely blind, blundering vize.”—Canadian Colliers, 


HOW BIRDS SLEEP. 


The sleep of most wild creat- 
ures, whether birds or animals, is 
light; there is too much danger 
round to make sound sleep safe. 
The authors of “A Game Keeper’s 
Note-Book,’’ who made some very 
interesting observations on sleep- 


ing birds, found out that the perch 
roosting birds always sleep head 
to the wind. 

It a rook alights in the home 
tree in a high wind, he swings his 
head into the wind before alight- 
ing. So when wood-pigeons come 
liome before the wind, they pass 
over their roosting-trees and then 
heat up into the wind. 

At rest the bird doubles its 
knees, as it were, which causes 
the toes to contract, the weight of 
the body resting chiefly on the 
breast and oulspread wings—not 
on the eggs if ina nest. The legs 
and feet have sinews which work 
an automatic locking action of the 
claws, so that, roosting with knees 
destbled up, the feet grip the 
branch unfailingly. 

Some birds seem always half- 
awake. Wild-fowlers will scratch 
a match at night to test the pres- 
ence of wild duck in a distant 
creek; if present, an instant quack- 
ing will betray them. Pheasants 
are always vigilant; on the dark- 
est night it is difficult to stalk 
them, however quietly you move. 
If you come within a hundred 
yards of guinea-fowl at night, they 
will raise an alarm. They excel at 
falking in their sleep. 

But some birds, such as wrens, 
when cuddling in a hole in the 
thatch, seem {o sleep soundly. 
And while wild pigeons will fly 
out at once if a match be struck 
under their tree, a pigeon-lover in 
London says that his city birds, 
roosting on window-ledges, lose 
their wariness by night, and will 
hold their own in the face of a 
candle while a hand is stretched 
out to tench their necks. 

Partridges seek a sheltered dry 
lying lollow in the fields, and a 
covey of twenty will huddle on a 
spot a yard in diameter. The cold- 
er the weather the closer they 
roost; the birds on the edge have 
their breasts outward. Sometimes, 
by the way, it is sinfortunate of 
partridges and pheasants that the 
positions of their nests prevent 
them from flying to and fro. Hav- 
ing to force their way through 
tangled undergrowth, a trail is left 
fo* the fox to follow home. The 
harn-yard fowl may walk from her 
nest when in captivity; but when 
she has stolen ler nest abroad, 
she resumes the habit of flying.

The prospectyis has been issued of a company 
which will take over the sand pit, real estate, plant 
and buildings of the Pressed Bricks Ltd., which was 
organized a few years ago and is located in east 
Strathcona near the Gallagher packing house. The 
plant, that has been used in connection with the 
enterprise, has proven unsalisfactory. Investiga- 
tion las shown that it is to Germany that one must 
go for outstanding examples of success in the man- 
ufacture of sand-lime bricks. There are over five 
hundred plants in existence in the German Empire, 
all of which are said to be paying handsome divi- 
dends and sland out in marked contrast to similar 
concerns in this country.

They have agreed to take £10,000 
stock in the new company which is being capital- 
ized at $150,000. They have made an estimate 
after carefully examining the property and study- 
ing local conditions that on an output of seven 
million and a half bricks they can guarantee a pro- 
-fit of thirty per cent. on this capitalization. 

An arrangement has been made with! the share- 
holders of Pressed Bricks Lid. that they will take 
$30,000 stock in the Hardstone Brick-Co. for their 
interest in the old company, among the assets of 
whichis eleven and a half acres of land put in at 
$17,250, ils value two years ago. The directors 
of the old company also agree to release a chattel 
mortgage which they hold to the amount of $9,900 
in-return for stock at par. Ernest Beaufort and Co. 
Ltd., who are acting as fiscal agents for the enter- 
prise, have taken $5,000 stock. This leaves $95, 
000 stock which is being offered for sale at par. 


The samples of the brick manufactured by the 
process which are on view at the office of Beaufort 
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and Co. are such as to inspire confidence. Their 
selling price is estimated at $12 a thegsand, a less 
figure than is being obtajned) for ordinary clay 
bricks. There is absolutely no watered stock in 
connection with the flotation and it bears every evi- 
dence of resting on the soundest principles.

# PRIMITIVE 
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TREASURE VAULT 

Among his “Episodes in a Life 
of Adventure,” Mr. Laurence Oli- 
phant tells how he was entertained 
as the guest of honor at the capital 
of Montenegro some fifty years 
ago.

Its former occupant had evi- 
dently been a man of modest re- 
quirements, for the entire furni- 
ture consisted of a bed, a Whig 
chest and a chair. | much won- 
dered at the absence of a table 
and the presence of the chest, but 
the latler was better than nothing. 
When a boited chicken was 
brought to me for my evening re- 
past, | spread one of my own tow- 
els upon it, to serve as a table- 
cloth, and squatting uncomfortab- 
ly on the solitary chair, proceeded 
fo make the best | could of exist- 
ing conditions.

FORBES-ROBERTSON IN “THE PASSING OF 
THE THIRD FLOOR BACK.” 


The entire production of “The Passing of the 
Third Floor Back" justifies the author’s definition 
of Art, whose business, the Passer-By says, ‘‘is to 
reveal the beauty underlying all things.” How mact 
of the beauty, the noble effectiveness of the play to 
be presented here shortly is to be ascribed to the 
author, and how much to the actor-manager, would 
be difficult to say. 

Forbes-Robertson has a wonderful gift for the 
composition of his pictures, probably because he is 
a painter as well as an actor, and a philosopher as 
well as manager. His own personality, too, is pre- 
dominant. Tall, ascetic, with a face in which there 
is a calm nobility and a benignant sympathy, with a 
carriage which is full of dignity, he moves througl 
the play, shedding light in dark places. His cloak 
is a modern garment with an ncient and saintly 
look. His voice is rarely raised above the gentle, 
sympathetic tone, yet it can take on the vigor of 
indignant remonstrance or exhortation. His eye 
really seems to look through the others, as they 
admit amo g themselves, It never strikes one that 
Forbes-obe-ison is acting—which is, after all, 
the most consummate and artistic of all acting. 

While he dominates the play and is the focal 
point of interest, he has filled his pictures in with 
impersonations all in their way approaching per- 
fection by his excellent London company. There 
is not time to speak of the many little touches of 
the producer, such as the clever handling of the 
lights, the originality of so placing the fireplace in 
the centre of the footlights that those who sit by 
it face the audience, and so on. Suffice it o say 
that “The Passing of the Third Floor Back" and 
the acting thereof by Forbes-Robertson and _ his 
English company afford playgoers that sort of an 
opportunity for uplifting enjoyment which ought 
on no account to be neglected, and it is very grati- 
fying to think that the President himself and the 
Governors of so many States, have set their offi- 
cial seal of recognition upon this great artist, whose 
work may be regarded as International, and the 
play’s appeal as universal.

Sir Anthony Absolute, geiting word that his 
son is interested in a young lady at Bath, comes 
fo that place, to inform his heir that he has picked 
oul a bride for him. The young man protesis that 
his affections are already placed, but that only 
strengthens Sir Anthony’s determination to marry 
him off as he has decided. To the surprise and de- 
light of Captain Absolute he discovers that the lady 
his father has selected for him is his inamorata. He 
does not, however, apprise his father of this fact, 
and his pleasure in the knowledge is somewhat 
lessened by the quandary in which he finds himself, 
Here he is in love with and bound to marry, by his 
father’s command, Miss Lydia Languish, who loves 
him, but who believes him to be someone else, and 
who will not accept him if she knows him to be 
himself and a man of wealth.

When Cap- 
fain Absolute arrives, accompanied by his second, 
Faukland, and Acres learns that the Ensign and the 
Captain are one and the same person, he welcomes 
that as an excuse to refuse to fight. This refusal 
does not mtet with Sir Lyicius O’Trigger’s fiery 
temper, as he has been itching to indulge in a little 
pistol or sword play; therefore, when his principal 
fails to fight, he promptly takes the duel upon his 
own shoulders and challenges Captain Absolute to 
a bout then and there. They draw swords and are 
about to fall to, when Sir Anthony Absolute, ac- 
companied by Mrs, Malaprop and Lydia, rush upon 
the scene and explanations ensue, which insures a 
happy ending for one and all,
